Situated 44 miles from Van- 

derhoof (Canadian National 
Railways) on the north shore of Stuart Lake, 
Douglas Lodge is connected by a fine auto- 
mobile road and accessible by rail and car. 
Automobiles convey passengers from the sta- 
tion at very reasonable rates. 


A fine log structure with 

massive stone fireplace and 
that rustic design true sportsmen love, is our 
Community Hall. In front are the clear 
waters of Stuart Lake over 50 miles long, 
while a chain of lakes and rivers stretch for 
over 200 miles north through a wide open 
country, rich in big game and of primitive 
beauty. 


Guests are housed 
in four - roomed 
bungalows built of logs with the cunning 
craft of expert woodsmen, and carpeted with 
fur rugs. They combine that rugged artistry 
of the backwoods with the desirable com- 
forts of a Metropolitan Hotel—electric light, 
hot and cold water, showers, plunge baths, 
and a stone fireplace in every lounge. 


For the Hunter 
no richer fields 
exist than these—Moose, Deer, Black Bear, 
a few Grizzlies, the smaller fur-bearing ani- 
mals, Grouse, Ptarmigan, Ducks, Geese and 


other varieties of game. 


The Lodge provides every 


facility for those who wish 
to hunt or fish, including full equipment, 
guides, cooks, tents and provisions. 


The waters of the lakes and 
rivers abound in fish — Rain- 
bow Trout up to 25 pounds, or Lake Trout 
up to-40 pounds, wait for fly or spoon, and 
in Nation Lake—75 miles by a good’ pack 
trail—the Arctic Trout can be caught. We 
have also rivers and lakes unexplored except 
for the occasional trapper or Indian. 


Many lovely trails 
run from _ the 
Lodge through the most enchanting scenery. 
One about five miles long leads to the top 
of Mount Pope (2,200 feet above the lake), 
from which can be seen no fewer than forty- 
two lakes, including Babine Lake, 110 miles 
long, with the majestic Rockies just visible 
in the east, and the Coast Range away to 
the west. 


Sure-footed 
ponies ac- 
customed to mountain trails, are ready for 
those who ride, while perfect bathing condi- 
tions in the lake, place water sports, boating 
and canoeing, etc., within reach of all. F
